sympathy with the Catalonian de­ 
mands, and is inclined to study their 
grievances. 
The strike movement has begun to 
spread seriously. 
At Castellon de la 
Plena, taking advantage of the night 
and of the absence of the police, the 
strikers set fire to two factories with 
the aid of petroleum. 
The factories 
were burned. 
At a workmen’s meet 
lag held at Castellon de la Plana a 
filii ral strike was voted. It is feared 
the strike will next extend to Seville 
and Verona, and a ministerial crisis 
is not an unlikely outcome of the 
trouble.

F. Jones, the valet, had been relating 
the circum stances leading up to the 
som ewhat sudden death of Mr. Rice in 
Septem ber. 
Then, plunging at once 
Into the details, he held the attention 
of his audience to the end of his re­ 
cital. 
Freed of minor points his story 
follows: 
In August Patrick grew impatient. 
Mr. Rice, though an invalid, was liv­ 
ing too long to suit the law yer’s pur­ 
pose. 
Patrick said he would come 
to the house and kill him him self tf 
necessary. 
He suggested chloroform 
and Jones said he would get somo. 
The idea of chloroform as a means 
was suggested by a magazine article. 
It was determ ined 
on after Jones 
talked with a physician who said a 
person whose heart was affected as 
was Mr. R ice’s, could be most easily 
killed with it, and that little trace of 
the drug would be le ft 
Jones got a 
two-ounce vial of it by writing to his 
brother in Texas. 
Jones then branched off into the al­ 
leged plan adopted to weaken the al­ 
ready sick old man. 
This was by 
giving him mercury and iron pills. 
The pills brought on debilitating di­ 
arrhoea. 
Then unw ittingly a friend 
brought Mr. Rice a present of ban­ 
anas. 
Of these the old man ate nine. 
The fruit made him exceedingly ill 
and yet the weakening doses of mer­ 
cury were kept up. 
By Saturday, 
being about the eighth day of the last 
illness. 
Mr. R ice 
became 
delirious. 
This testim ony brought tips events up 
to Sunday, the day of death, and th« 
w itness said that during these ten 
days of illness he had kept Patrick 
informed of the details personally and 
by telephone. 
W illiam Marsh R ice’s quick death, 
declared 
the 
w itness, 
was 
decided 
upon at a conference between Patrick 
and 
Jones, 
held 
Saturday 
night. 
Jones had told the lawyer of the ar­ 
rival of a draft for $25,000. 
Patrick 
told him it was tim e to apply the 
chloroform now that the draft ha I 
com e and Captain Baker was coming, 
or they would lose all. 
Jones agreed. 
Jones here told his story of the 
actual killing. 
He made a ^cone of a 
towel, in the sm all end of which was 
a chiproform-soaked sponge. 
Creep­ 
ing into the room where Mr. Rice lay 
sleeping, he quickly covered the sleep­ 
er’s face with the large end of the 
cone. 
Jones rushed out of the room. 
In 
half an hour he cam e back. 
He re­ 
moved the cone. 
Mr. Rice was dead. 
Jones swore ne telephoned to Patrick 
the word “Mr. Rice is very ill," the 
agreed signal between the two of 
death. 
Jones* story of the end was 
concluded by the statem ent that Pat­ 
rick came to the house and removed 
all of Mr. R ice’s papers.

law forbidding th a t the regim ental 
flags carried through tho civil w ar 
by Indiana regim ents be tak en from 
the statehouse except for the dedica­ 
tion of the soldiers’ and sailors’ m on­ 
ument here in May. 
It is proposed 
that these old relics shall then be 
carried in parade by some of the men 
who m arched under them in the ’60’s, 
but for no other purpose shall they 
be rem oved from the state museum. 
In spite of this law there are frequent 
requests for use of the flags. 
These 
requests are attributed as a rule to 
patriotic motives, as the flags are dear
